Would Stop Experiments.

The resolution msets forth that the
Bill In ita present form contains fea-
tures which would absolutely prevent
the use of grain aloohol in conducting
Inboratory experiments and analyses in
the Distriot.

It would prevent. according to the
chemists, the purchass of aloohol for
experimental work, and would prevent
the delivery of alcohol and samples
of products contaln™g alcohol which
might be sent Into the Distriot to be
analysed, »

Many of the analytical methods of the
Pharmacopoeln, it is added, require the
use of aicoiinl at one stage or another
of (ne manipulations. Consequently
the framers of the resolution bDelleve It
is unreasonable to suppose that Con-
gEreas should ;wss a aubsequent law
which would keep laboratories from
carrying out the detalls of analysis pre«
soribed.

The regulations of bhoth the food and
drugs act and the Insecticlde act direct
that many analyses shall be performed
:z methods made official by the Asso-

tion of Officlal Agricultural Chemists,
and directed by the Secretary of Agri-
culture. The methods provided, the
resolution adds, In many Instances, re-
quire the use of alcohol.

Problems Are Vital.

Continuing, the resolution reads:

“All of the laboratories of the District
are engaged In handling researcy nrob-
lema of economic importance, and since
the outbreak of the war many new
problems have been taken up for con-
slderation. some of which problems are
vital to national defense.
